Growth is a healthy sign. In children, 
In societies, and in universities, it is gene- 
rally considered that growth in the physic- 
al sense is to be much desired. There is no 
disputing this in the case of children. Soc- 
ieties, despite gloomy predictions of. Mal- 
thus and kin, view growth as virtually syn- 
onymous with vital force. In universities, 
too, growth does have marked advantages: 
it increases efficiency, permits greater di- 
versification and specialization, and cer- 
tainly lends a general tone of well-being. 

It also has its disadvantages. Primarily, 
there are two. The professor loses sight 
of his individual students and the students 
lose sight of one another. McGill, being 
cosmopolitan and largely non-residential, is 
an especially sad example of the latter. The 
dentistry student and the artsman would 
be unlikely to recognize one another on the 
street. Law students and Medical students 
are in buildings — and worlds — all their 
. own. From a sound educational viewpoint, 
this is a far from happy situation. 

But there is contact between the facul- 
ties, albeit not usually on an intellectual 
level. The Winter Carnival, the Red and 
White and the football season conjure up 
something of an overall McGill campus 
spirit. Intramural sports and debating have 
their limited inter-faculty adherents. But 
the striking fact remains that McGill Uni- 
versity has two distinct campuses that 
might just as well be 2,200 rather than 22 
miles apart as far as mutual exchange of 



ideas and- interests is concerned. 

Tonight, with one fortunate exception, 
this rule is broken. McGill's Students' Ex- 
ecutive Council is welcoming as guests at 
the Bed and White Revue elected repres- 
entatives of Macdonald College student gov- 
ernment. In the near future, a return in- 
vitation will see McGill representatives 
journey west along the Lakeshore to be 
guests at Macdonald's distinctive Green 
and Gold Revue. 

We feel that continued close association 
between the two campuses of the Universi- 
ty would be to the mutual benefit of all 
concerned, and would go a long way to 
evolving the now virtually non-existent Mc- 
Gill University spirit. 

Pertinent action largely remains in the 
hands of student government. It would be 
interesting to learn if there are any defin- 
ite plans worked out at the informal meet- 
ing of the two Councils tonight. 

At any rate, the open invitation to Mc- 
Gill students to attend the Macdonald Roy- 
nl, Macdonald Winter Carnival, Green and 
Gold Revue, and other campus events re- 
mains for those who wish to take advant- 
age of it. 

The Daily wishes to extend a hearty 
welcome to McGill to Student Council Pres- 
ident Herbert MacRae and to elected re- 
presentatives of Macdonald College student 
■government.

A Drastic Measure 



Dear. Sir:* 

H was with deep concern' that we read in your 
Journal the almont thorough yet somewhat biased 
report on why McGill students should pay 12.00 
more In Students' Society fees (which are high 
enough at the present time) In order to pull the 
Dally out of its plight. 

Let us first consider the nature of events 
which led to the approval of the fee raise by the 
Students' Executive Council. The Daily during 
the past year Incurred a slieable debt and the 
S.E.C. set up a committee to Investigate means 
of. bringing the newspaper out of the red next 
year. At that time the idea of raising fees wns 
most remote In the minds of most of the mem- 
bers. Anyone without the ^lightest knowledge 
of the situation could have solved it by suggest- 
ing that fees be raised. 

Inexperienced 

The rerhnl Interim report, presented by the 
committee chairman who is nlso a member of the 
Daily Managing Board and a member of the 
S.E.C. was approved by the S.E.C. by an 11-4 
Vote. All but four of the votes came frum stu- 
dents who have just taken office last month. So 
matter how good their intentions may have been, 
they are still inexperienced in the administration 
of Student affairs. It is Interesting to note that 
the President of the Men's Union and the Presi- 
dent of the Women's Union both of whom on last 
year's Council, voted against this suggestion. If 
these two, who have a great deal of experience 
with the financial problems of that Students 
Executive Council voted against it, reappraisal 
of the situation is perhaps in order. 

Possible Solution 

Let us now look at some of the figures that 
were listed in the Editorial, "Why We Need the 
Money." Printing costs amounted to Î2fi,00n. If 
» four page tabloid were to be printed with the 
same frequency as the present edition the cost 
would be about Î10.000 (1130 per Issue). If It 
were printed three times per week which the 
Edltorinl suggests as a possible solution, then the 
cost would be considerably less. An eight page 
Journnl would be in order only before special 
events like elections, Winter Cnrnlvnl, Red and 
White Revue and Convocation. 

Improvement 

Cutting down the size of the paper would by 



necessity cut down on the site of stories and 
number of stories but this would be all, for the 
good. After having carefully observed Daily 
operations for the past four years, we can with- 
out the slightest hesitation say that only half 
the material used on pages one and four is of any 
Interest, the remainder Is unadulterated trash or 
as The Dally refers to It "filler." It is this filler 
that Is used to fill the page and it is this filler 
that keeps staffers working from 1 pm. until 
1 am. Stories are given space that is not deserved 
and stories are repeated day after day, word for 
word, not because the event requires that much 
publicity, but because nothing else is available, 
that Is "fit to print". 

The Features Page could easily print articles 
that are short and snappy rather than the 
lengthy stories tliRt so few students find time to 
read. These lengthy features should be saved for 
Korge — the literary magazine which is always 
in need of good prose. 

This smnller Dally could he put out more 
carefully Riid certainly more quickly. This would 
perhaps cut down on meal and taxi expenses and 
would certainly lend to a more attractive and 
better received paper. 

Present Funds Enough 

At the present time $1.50 of the Students' 
115. 00 fee goes towards the Daily. This adds up 
to about $7.500. We have no doubt that advertis- 
ing profits and a grant from the Students' So- 
ciety funds could put out a Journnl as outlined 
above without catastrophic results. If the budget 
of the Clubs and Societies are pinched a little, 
ilien it is also they that are gaining most in pub- 
licity from the Daily. There Is absolutely no reas- 
on for the students to pay $23.000 directly to the 
Daily for benefits that are quite obRcure. 

A raise In fees Is a drastic measure and an 
even more dangerous precedent. Next year, some 
other organization may well see fit to raise the 
fees in order to reach financial equilibrium. The 
only possible sane excuse for raising fees in the 
near future would be to give a final boost to- 
wards the building fund of a New Students' 
Union or Residence. A change Is necessary in re- 
gards to the Daily but lets us not lose our heads.

Criticizing the Critics 

By Claude-Armand Sheppard 

"Reviewers arc usually people 
who would have been poets, his- 
toriuns, biotjruphcrs, if they could." 

(S. T. Coleridge.) 

It has become très à la page for every one, down to the critics themselves, to be- 
wail tlic decline of criticism. Quite probably, these gentlemen are for once right. However, 
while we henr so much gnashing of yellowed teeth about the agony of literary criticism, 
not one of those concerned in the lamentation seems to know what criticism is all about. 
Now, 1 don't pretend that I do. But I believe that I at least know what criticism is NOT. 
And for the sake of simplicity, let me limit myself to criticism of the novel. 



NOT HOOK KSVIBW 
Well, one tlrfng that criticism 
is not is what newspapers non- 
comhiltally and aptly "call a 
book review". Not a mere enu- 
meration of names,' of supposed- 
ly significant incidents, of a few 
usually Irrelevant quotations nnd 
of half a dozen, luncheon-meet- 
ing platitudes written in wbnt 
purports to bo objective Journa- 
lese. Indeed, surprisingly enough 
criticism doesn't appear to be 
more than what the word says: 
criticism, and hence Judgment, 
Insight, understanding, in short, 
intelligence. Any more or less 
educated person reading with 
discrimination becomos — if only 
for the sake of this argument — 
a critic. In other words, criticism 
is not a type of literary surgery 
that requires a more than per- 
functory acquaintances with such 
scientific bugaboos as terminolo- 
gies, categories, styles, trends, 
schools, and all the other frills 
of a pedantic literary parapher- 
nalia. 

WHAT IS IT ? 
What Is criticism then'.' For 
the averapo render It might 
Just be an nwnrencss of the 
factors that make a novel 
greater than mere honk-oMhe- 
month stuff. Kor the more cul- 
tured render — assuming lilm 
to be a still surviving plient). 
nienon — It may nlso imply a 
critical appreciation of charm- 
terization, of psychological 
truthfulness, of descriptions, of 
struct ureil anrl naturally, of 
the writer's technique: his use 
of language and of Imagery, 
his stylistic methods, rtr. In' 
fact, all this bolls down to 
knowing "what makes the imh 
vcl tick." 

EXHILARATING 
But literary criticism ran gt. 
much further than that, it can 



become an exhilarating — even 
creative undertaking. It include 
an attempt, for Instance, at dis- 
covering whnt tho authbT's origi- 
nal Intentions were and how 
these developed with the novel's 
growth. Wo can ferret out 
or whether he has maintained nn 
aristocratic detachment. Those 
reckless enough to believe that 
they arc equipped to do so, can 
try to compare the treatment of 
similar themes, situations and 
scenes in other writers, or even 
In the author's own previous at- 
tempts at literary immortality. 
And it one is presumptuous 
enough, one may point out with 
a nnsty tone of I told you so that 
the novelist Is a shameful fraud 
who stole his ideas from Tolstoy, 
Stendhal, and Hugh MacLennnn. 
But what criticism is definitely 
not, is a clinical addiction to lite- 
rary psychoanalysis, dissection or 
more often vivisection, and oc- 
cupation for which somo sickly 
people display an annoying fond- 
ness. 



Nor Is criticism the injection 
of one's prejudices, whether li- 
terary, religious, political, his- 
torical, or merely psychologi- 
cal. It Is Just as silly to fulmi- 
nate against Daniel Defoe's 
Moll Kinmlcrs because of I lint 
lady's highly Interesting nml 
Americanized conception of mo- 
rality, ns It is to venerate Dic- 
kens for no other reason than 
Ills verbose tongue-lashing of a 
crowd of unpleasant Victorian 
capitalists. Nor is it. permissi- 
ble to turn up one's nose nt 
llulzar, Flaubert, Dostoievsky, 
or Thomas Munn, Just because 
one happens to hnvc sucked 
Hemingway's virile blood and 
sweat in between draughts of 
one's mother's milk, or because 
one happens to be swept or 
one's feet by the literary mis- 
carriages of Philip Wj'llc. Art, 
If I may repeat n frequently re- 
peated nnd never heeded plati- 
tude, is universal nnd trans- 
cends the paper-board parti- 
tions erected by prudish litera- 
ry dilettantes.
